Tremendous Soviet aerial activity 
was reported all along the sprawling 
battle line, while in Moscow the 
Am erican-Britisn-Russian s u p p l y 
conference finished its task two days 
ahead of time with an agreement by 
the United States and Britain to 
rush immense war supplies to the 
USSR. 
A new war communique at noon 
said fighting continued all night 
along the entire front with German 
attacks on the northwestern sector 
"successfully repulsed” and ‘‘enemy 
planes destroyed at Odessa.” 
Gliders Appear 
According to the high command 
Germ an gliders made their first 
appearance in Russian on the Odessa 
sector 
Russian fighting planes were de­ 
clared to have shot down three G er­ 
m an 
Junkers-52S, 
each 
towing 
troop-filled gliders, and also three 
Junkers troop-carrying planes. 
In a single day. it was stated, an 
air unit of the Russian Black Sea 
fleet brought down 10 enemy planes 
and three gliders, while individual 
Red air force units on other sectors 
destroyed tremendous amounts of 
G erm an equipment.

Colette said he joined the anti­ 
com m unist brigade to get an op­ 
portunity to assassinate “collabora­ 
tionists.” 
Laval, Marcel Deat and two other 
men were wounded by bullets fired 
by Colette when he sought to slay 
the former vice premier. All recov­ 
ered from their wounds. 


College Youth

This recognition has given new impetus 
to the work of discovering and correcting visual defects among children.” 
Studies made by the national society have shown that farsighted­ 
ness is the mast common defect among American school children, with 
astigmatism next in frequency and nearsightedness third. 
As Mrs. 
Hathaway points out. the start of the school year is a good time for 
children to have their eyes examined. 
Although a child’s vision may 
appear to be normal, blinking of the eyes frequently, squinting and 
screwing up of the face in an effort to see, holding things close to the 
eyes—all these may indicate defective eyes. 
The importance of having school rooms and homes 
correctly lighted 
cannot be over-emphasized. 
Many children 
have been accused by the 
teacher and parents of being backward and dull in their school work 
when defective vision or poor lighting was really to blame. 
Many cases of school room "backwardness” can be remedied by 
proper eye examinations followed by necessary medical action. 
It is a 
duty of parents to see th at their children get the full benefit of 
educa­ 
tion by being fully equipped for it.

Perhaps the most significant ¡'ac­ 
tor bearing on the course of tlie 
gigantic 
Rus. o-German 
struggle, 
and consequently future world-his­ 
tory, is the wastage and destruction 
that is taking place in the equip­ 
ment and material of war possessed 
by both sides. 
The world is still hardly able to 
realize it, but this Red-Nazi battle 
is history's first instance of true 
total war 
Both of these huge na­ 
tions 
have 
been 
straining 
every 
nerve lor years to produce imple­ 
ments of war and have built up 
stocks, compared to which all pre­ 
vious accumulations of munitions 
were insignificant. 
Staggers Imagination 
This is now being burned up at 
rates that stagger the imagination. 
Planes, tanks and guns are being 
destroyed daily by the hundreds. 
The Russo-German struggle Ls fun­ 
damentally mechanized war and it 
( annot be fought successfully with­ 
out these implements. 
Unquestion­ 
ably the decision will go to the side 
that has accumulated the greatest 
Mocks of these weapons, or Ls able 
to manufacture or secure the great­ 
est stream of replacements. 
Likewise, it is a iact that muni­ 
tions in this nightmare battle are 
of more importance than men. Both 
Russia and Germany have vast re­ 
serves of manpower that can be 
feci into the maw of war. But mu­ 
nitions take time and raw material 
to fabricate. 
They cannot be im­ 
provised in a hurry.

This Ls prob­ 
ably more planes, tanks and guns 
than all the world outside Russia 
and Germany possessed in 1939.

But the Nazis promptly upped the 
ante on a huge scale, announcing in 
September, just before the begin­ 
ning of the Kiev action, that since 
June 22 German armies had shot 
down 11.250 planes, disabled or cap­ 
tured 14.000 Red army tanks and 
15,000 Russian guns. 
Such figures are high arithm etic 
to most American military men of 
pre-1939 vintage, when the U. S 
army used to order tanks in half- 
dozen lots. 
Even if they are cut 
in half by way of discount, they 
mean practically every man, wom­ 
an and child in Germany and Rus­ 
sia has been working for years with 
the sole idea of building military 
might. 
Enormous Wastage 
Discounting rival claim.'', an idea 
of the enormous wastage of war 
can be gained from casualty figures. 
Calculations by neutral experts re­ 
cently put Soviet killed, wounded 
and captured 
at 
about 4,000,000 
German at about half that figure 
Of course this is only an estimate. 
In modern mechanized war, every 
man who goes into the front re­ 
quires about 10 tons of guns, tanks, 
planes, supplies and equipment to 
enable him to function with suc­ 


cess. If the above estimate of G er­ 
man-Russian casualties is accepted 
at its face value, this would indi­ 
cate that the Soviets sent with 
these fighting-men alone at least 
40.000.000 million 
tons of equip­ 
ment, the Nazis at least half that 
tonnage. 
If the losses ran to a quarter 
of the equipment carried into bat­ 
tle by the troops th at became cas­ 
ualties—a 
reasonable 
figure—the j 
Red army would have lost 10,000,000 j 
tons of equipment, the Nazis 5.000,- I 
000. Like the figures for casualties, 
this is pure approximation, but it i 
indicates in no uncertain terms the 
enormous tonnages of costly metal 
products and manufactured goods 
involved.

been destroyed in a campaign of 
about three months duration.

run the eastern front at its present 
speed 
would 
require

Total Soviet steel 
production is estimated at 20,000,- 
000 tons per annum, Nazi produc­ 
tion a few million higher. It takes 
at least seven men tor women* in 
factories to maintain one fighter 
in the front line.

“In collecting scrap or secondary j 
metal, we have learned our lesson 
from the have not’ countries who for 
50 years have depended upon the 
salvation of used materials to m ain­ 
tain their supply of minerals. 
“Nearly every mineral resource of 
the British Isles has passed over the 
peak, and the coal mines now extend 
under the sea. 
Iron ore becomes 
leaner every year, and the Cornish 
mines produce only 2,000 tons of 
tin per annum .” 
In this country, the dean pointed 
out. native copper mines of the upper 
peninsula of Michigan are gradually 
being abandoned, and similar de­ 
posits exist no other place in Amer­ 
ica.

gress. 
It may be that that argu­ 
ment will be effective and that pub­ 
lic asntim ent can be aroused against 
any change. Some good Judges in­ 
sist that, while there unquestion­ 
ably has been a change of feeling 
In the Middle West, the people are ’ 
still far from ready for a declara­ 
tion of war and are with the Pres­ 
ident only because of the convic­ 
tion that the course he has adopted. ; 
as he repeatedly has said, is th e . 
best way to keep out of war. It ’s 
I'eported that Mayor Kelly, of Chi­ 
cago, in effect, told the President 
■ this last week, when he lunched 
with him here, warning him of the 
strength of the peace party in the 
1942 election.

Pennsylvania 
Would Be Rich 
Prize In Europe 


If State Were In Europe It 
Would Be Center Of Many 
War» Of Conquest 


(Special To The News) 


S T A T E C O L L E G E , Oct. 2.—If the 
Commonwealth 
of 
Pennsylvania 
v ore in Europe, it would be the rich­ 
est prize of the continent and the 
cause of endless struggles among 
w aning powers. 
This is the observation of Dean 
Edward Steidle of the School of 
M ineral Industries at the Pennsyl­ 
vania State college. 
Calling 
attention to the recent 
British m ilitary expedition to Spits­ 
bergen, Dean Steidle pointed out 
that the exports of coal from that 
Arctic island previously amounted 
to about 600 000 tons yearly, the 
same amount that can be produced 
from Pennsylvania mines 
in 
one 
day. 
W h ile the British expedition was 
attempted in part for strategic rea­ 
sons. the fact that such a small ton­ 
nage of fuel could be considered im ­ 
portant shows the fundamental dif­ 
ferences 
between 
the 
poverty 
of 
minerals in most European coun­ 
tries and our own great mineral 
wealth.” he said. 
In spite of the increased con­ 
sumption 
of 
the state’s 
minerals 
caused by the war, the dav of u lti­ 
mate depletion is still far away, he 
declared, and it may be postponed 
for many generations by the de­ 
velopment of new methods for re­ 
covery and use. 
“ The m ineial resources of Penn­ 
sylvania are so commonly accepted 
as a part of our daily life that their 
true value is not appreciated by 
even a small fraction of the people 
who are dependent upon them for a j 
living,” he added. 
"No single Euro- ! 
pean country approaches the com-I 
monwealth 
as producer and pro­ 
cessor of minerals.” 
Spitsbergen has had an Irregular! 
production of coal since the 1600’s, 
when the mineral was discovered by 
whale hunters, he explained. 
A l­ 
though his desolate area is within 
800 miles of the north pole, the pres­ 
ence of coal was sufficient attrac­ 
tion to induce coal miners to settle 
there and form the most northerly 
organized settlement of human be­ 
ings in the globe.

The American diet pleases her in 
its variety.

we put the cream in first, and after 
it just a little coffee, dark and very 
hot." 
Miss Pino, who is 21. has two 
brothers in Cuba younger than she.

Their main ambition is 
like hers—to serve Cuba, aiding it 
to remain a republic, on friendly 
terms with the United States.

HUGE HIGHWAY 
CONTRACT AWARD 


HARRISBURG, Oct. 2 —The third 
largest contract in the history of 
the Departm ent of Highways wa: 
awarded on September 22 for the 
improvement of 9.64 miles of road 
on Route 8 in Butler county. The 
contract was in the amount of $1.- 
115 958.02 awarded 
to the Ralpl 
Myers 
Construction 
Co., 
Salem 
Indiana. 
This same firm is working on 
the largest contract ever awarded 
by the Department. It 
calls for 
6.80 miles on U. S. Route 22 in 
Allegheny and Westmoreland coun­ 
ties. Thè amount of the contract 
is $1,275,907.03. 
Both of these jobs, awarded dur­ 
ing the present administration, call 
for modern highway on improved 
grade and alignment. Extensive re­ 
locations are necessary *n both in­ 
stances to provide better sight dis­ 
tance. 
Previous to this administration 
the largest contract in the Depart­ 
ment was awarded in October 1930 
It was on U. S. Route 30 in Alle­ 
gheny county and called for the 
exjyeriditure of $1,137,780.84. It i 
the second largest aw’ard. - 
Another large contract of near­ 
ly seven figures was awarded in 
June of last year It provided for 
7.17 miies of reconstruction on U 
S. Route 22 in Huntingdon and 
Mifflin counties at a cost of $933,- 
113.70. This project is virtually com­ 
pleted whil° the one in Allegheny 
and Westmoreland counties is ex­ 
pected to be finished by January 1.
